Motorists using Adams County 


highways started off 1958 with a 
better record than they established 
at either the beginning or end of 
1957, 
according to the monthly, 


recapitulation of the activities of 
the local state police. 


The officers were called during 


January to investigate 20 auto acci- 
dents in which two persons were 
fatally injured, 15 were less seri- 
ously hurt and property damage 
totaled $18,022. 


That record compares to 34 acci- 


dents in which three persons were 
killed, 31 hurt and damage totaled 
527,640 during December. It also 
compares to 33 accidents in which 
six persons were killed, 24 were hurt 
and damage totaled $41,560 in Jan- 
uary 1957. 


Arrested 160 Drivers 


In the attempt to make the high- 


ways safer, the officers arrested 160 
motorists on motor code violations. 
They also mad? 19 arrests on crim- 
inal charges following 18 investiga- 
tions of crimes. Seven state depart- 
ment investigations were also part 
of the ctate police duties during the 
month. 


The officers recovered one stolen 


car during January, valued at $3,200. 


During the month, the officers 


traveled 32,825 mlies as drivers of 
state cars, 5,680 miles as passengers 
in state cars and 585 miles in then- 
own privately owned vehicles on 
state police business. They spent 564 
hours on criminal investigations, 
1.657 
hours on traffic duty, 1,302 


hours on station duty and 438 hours 
on special assignments.

Find No Foul Play 


In Stouter Death 


Maryland State Police said an 


autopsy has disclosed no evidence 
of foul play in the death of Wil- 
liam B. Stouter. 54, Emmitsburg, 
R. 1. who died Thursday evening 
at Warner Hospital where he was 
admitted a week before with a 
fractured skull. 


They said the Maryland medi- 


cal examiner in Baltimore who per- 
formed the autopsy reported the 
type of injury which Stouter su- 
stained could have been caused by 
falling and striking his head. The 
Emmitsburg man was reportedly 
found injured in a driveway be- 
hind his car. 


Pohce said the medical exam- 


iner concurred 100 per cent with a 
Pennsylvania medical opinion that 
n was a case of accidental death. 
The autopsy was performed be- 
cause the injury was sustained in 
Maryland although Stouter died in 
Pennsylvania. 


State Trooper William G. Mor-

EXTRA RAINFALL 
HERE IN JANUARY 


January got almost an inch extra 


rainfall but was a little below nor- 
mal on average temperatures, the 
monthly tabulation of The Gettys- 
burg Times weather station records 
shows. 
^ 


There were measurable amounts 


of rain or snow on only eight days 
last month but the total came to 
4.03 inches. Normal for January is 
3.09 inches. There were two days 
with over one inch of rainfall each 
and the month had 25i inches of 
snow, brining the snowfall total for 
the winter to seven inches. 


The temperatures 
ranged last 


month from a low of 11 degrees on, 
Januarv 13 to a high of 46 decrees 
reached the first day of the month 
and again on the 27th. Only four 
January days failed to record freez- 
ing temperatures while on six days 
the mercury failed to rise above 
the freezing- point. 


The month's average daily tem- 


perature was 30.22 degrees, only .18 
degrees below the January "normal" 
of 30.4 degrees. The average high 
reading each day was 37.29 de- 
grees and the average daily low was 
23.16 degrees. 


Arendtsville Report 


The report on the Arendtsville 


weather station for January, pre- 
pared by Dr. Frank N. Hewetson, 
showed an 
average temperature 


there of 29.35 degrees, which is a 
degree below Arendtsville's normal.

Called In Last November 


Here, it seemed, was evidence 


for the Defense Department to 
consider in deciding whether to 
relax its ruling forbidding the 
Army to equip its own forces with 
intermediate range ballistic mis 
siles and limiting its big missile 
development to perfection of the 
Jupiter IRBM. 


As matters 
now stand, 
the 


Army-designed Jupiter Weapons 
will be used by the Air Force — a 
service with its own Thor IRBM 
weapon. IRBMs are designed to 
travel up to 1,500 miles. 


The Defense Department, which 


had assigned the satellite launch- 
ing project to the Na\y when 
President Eisenhower ordered the 
program started in 1955, called 
the Army into the program on 
Nov. 8, 1957. 


Troubles For Navy 


The directive for the Army to 


prepare for launching a satellite 
as a possible supplement to the 
rJavy's Vanguard project came 
after Russia had put up her sec- 
ond Sputnik and after months of 
work to get the Navy launcher 
ready. 


The Army set about changing 


two of its Jupiter-C research rock- 
et vehicles for use as satellite 
launchers. 


On Dec. 6, the Navy attempted 


a launching-. The Vanguard burned 
ignobly on the pad. Another Van- 
guard was put on the pad Trou- 
ble dogged It. There was no fir- 
ing.
